Prussian War, in 1870. He was killed at the bait In of 
(iravelolte. The Princess accompanied her husband 
through all his e^mp&igttij irL tlie Franco-Prussian 
War served as a hospital nurse and was decorated with the 
Iron Cross for bravery. After the war she married Charles 
H encage, in 1876*
